teen three-year-old colts have the biggest date of their frisky 
young lives today—an engagement with the starter in the 
75th running of the great Kentucky Derby. 


It is the biggest field since Assault beat 16 others for 


the big jackpot in 1946. 


Most 
people 
hereabouts 


think 13 of them will be hav- 
ing a good stern view of the 
favored Olympia and jockey 
Eddie Arcaro at the finish of 
the mile and one quarter gal- 
lop. 


The Fred Hooper star ha* cop- 


ped five straight since he dropped 
& decision to old Rockport in the 
Santa Anita derby Feb. 19. Olym- 
pia is in top form, as he demon- 
strated in winning the one mile 
derby trial here Tuesday in a 
front-running1 breeze. 


Grow May Be $119,650 


Still, 13 rivals think enough of 


their chances to risk $1,000—the 
starting fee—on a long chance to 
drag down the winner's share of 
$91,600. With 14 starters, the race 
would gross $119,650.

it would rain by derby post time 
and make it & muddy track.

aged 41, from Latvia, who had 
been in a D. P. camp in Germany 
since 1944 was the first to arrive. 


He was met at the Northwestern 


passenger station by Rev. George 
J. Curran, pastor of St. Paul's

Fred Walker, stock raising farmer 
who resides on Rt. 3, about 1 mile 
south of Teal's Corners. He will 
be employed on the Walker farm 
where a home has been provided 
for him. 


Family Broken Up

new arrival's wife 
was 


taken by the German army in 1944 
and he does not know what be- 
came of her or of her present 
whereabouts. 
His m o t h e r and 


brother, he believes, are alive but 
probably in slave labor for the 
Russians. Another brother is in 
Germany and a third brother's 
whereabouts is unknown. 


Charles,speaks German, Latvian 


and Russian and converses very 
well in English, whicn, is an en- 
tirely new language for him. Early 
in the war he took over his fa- 
ther's small dairy farm in Latvia 
which he operated for six years, 
until the Russians invaded that 
country. 
He fled and for six 


months lived in the timberland, 
hiding from the invading armies. 
He has the approximate of a high 
school education and is conversant 
with modern dairy methods even 
to the operation of an automatic 
milking machine. 


His brief time m his adopted 


country reveals new wonders to 
him almost hourly, and he is quick 
to take advantage of them. 
His 


hobby is photography and he has 
many 
of his own 
photographs 


taken of members of his family 
m his native land. 


Others, Are Coming 


His employers take great pride 


in being the first in the Dixon 
area to receive one of the vast 
number of Displaced Persons and 
have made application for two 
others, a 41 year old Estonian 
woman who is to assist Mrs. Wal- 


ker with her household duties and 
a 24 year old Latvian boy who is 
a mechanic, who will assist with 
the farm work. 


Walker explains that the avail- 


ability of the Displaced Persons 
is a solution to the farmer's wor- 
ries of obtaining help on the 
farms. For years it has been dif- 
ficult, he explains, to obtain com- 
petent farm help, and he believes 
that his venture will prove prof- 
itable both to himself and at the 
same time for those who come 
from European countries. 


These people arriving are being

working in this area under the 
Lutheran Chanties of Chicago, and 
locally through the congregation 
of St. Paul's Lutheran church.

though it did not name a specific 
charge. 


State's Attorney John I. Pearce 


said Diana would be given a psy- 
chiatric examination in an effort 
to help him determine whether to 
go before the grand jury and ask 
an indictment or to consider her 
a mental case and ask for her 
committment to an institution. 


Ask Mental Test

Germans Say 'NO' to Red Request Against New State

Bonn, Germany, May 7—(AP) — 


Western Germany has said "no" 
to Communist pleas to halt forma- 
tion of its proposed new state. 


Her political leaders, meeting 


here last night, completed all but 
the final formalities of adoption 
for tomorrow, the fourth anniver- 
sary of Germany's surrender in 
World war II, and voted to place 
government in tHe hands of an in- 
terim organization until a regular 
government can be formed in July.

deadline lor lifting tht German 


blockades under the New York 
agreement announced Thursday by 
Russia and the western powers. 


Want One Government 


The western occupation powers 


want the west German government 
to be*the one for all Germany if 
there is an eventual union of the 
Soviet zone with the American, 
British and Franch zones. 


The developments came as Rus- 


sia and the western allies worked 
at to,p speed to lift their blockades 
at midnight Wednesday. The ac- 
tual work will be done by German 
transportation experts. 


The task involves complex tech- 


nical problem*, and the complicat- 


ing threat of a rail workers strike. 
Employes who live in western Ber- 
lin but work on Russian-controlled 
rail linos in the eastern sector, 
threatened to strike unless they 
are paid in west marks. They now 
receive Soviet-backed east marks, 
which are worthless in the west- 
ern sector. 


Would Cripple Traffic 


Such a strike would cripple Ber- 


lin's elevated lines, as well as rail- 
way traffic into and out of Ber- 
lin. 


The "interim organization" to 


handle governmental details until 
formation of the new west German 
government was assailed by Com- 


® 


munists. They claimed it virtual- 
ly created a new government with- 
out giving the people a chance to 
vote on it. 
The non-Communists 


pointed out that it will m no sense 
be a permanent organization- that 
an early step after adoption of the 
constitution will be the election ot 
a parliament to take office in July. 


The people will elect 400 dele- 


gates to the parliament's lower 
house or Bundestag. The 11 state 
legislatures xvill ehoose the mem- 
bers of the upper house, or Bude- 
srat. Each state will have at least 
thrre -members. 
Some will have 


five, depending on population.

Real Goal Behind 'More Dams' Is 


Socialization of Natural Resources 


William Vogt wrote a book called "Road to Survival" 


which received national attention. 
It dealt with the all- 


important problem of preserving natural resources on which 
our very life as a people depends. 
• 
Mr Vo°t was also a featured speaker at the recent 14th 


North American Wildlife Conference. In this talk, he paid 
particular attention to the craze for building huge federal 
dams on the great rivers of the nation. In the course of it, 
he said: "Those who, in our own country, are hell-bent on 
distributing big dams throughout large areas they have 
scarcely begun to understand, seem to me very like a doctor 
who prescribes iron and administers it by driving a tack into 
tender flesh ... 
"The relationship of such projects to the country as a 


whole are, surely, not well comprehended by the American 
people . . . The New Englander is being heavily taxed to de- 
velop, in the northwest, cheap competing power that cannot 
fail to influence his own industrial position ... If Columbia 
river water is to be brought to southern California, as has 
been suggested, at a cost of hundreds of millions of dollars, 
should the Florida citrus grower be heavily taxed to build 
up this competition? ... 
"To make major changes in the landscape, such as has 


already been done in some places, and is projected at the 
present time for many others, would seem to show a reckless 
disregard not only of the American taxpayer but of the wel- 
fare of our country." 
The real impetus behind the "big dam" campaign comes 


from those whose goal is the socialization of the natural re- 
source industries in the United States, of which electric 
power-is outstanding. The result would be political domina- 
tion of American agriculture and business. If this goal is 
reached, three things must happen. First, billions of dollars 
will be spent, "and largely wasted. Second, and far more im- 
portant, the liberties of the people will be undermined and the 
stage set for the socialization of any and every kind of enter- 
prise—the super political state. Lastly, the craze to reverse 
the processes of nature on streams and on the land may do 
enormous damage to our wildlife, and to other resources 
which, once destroyed, can never be replaced. That is what 
the American people, who will pay the bill in all its particu- 
lars, must come to understand.

Fats have the highest caloric 


value in relation to their bulk. In 
other words, a pat of butter will 
supply more calories than a square 
of the same size of lean meat, po- 
tato or bread. Starches or carbo- 
hydrates, such as sugar, potatoes, 
and most breads, furnish more 
calories in proportion to their bulk 
than the proteins. 
Proteins like 


lean meat, eggs, cheese, and fish 
supply the., least calories for their 
bulk. 
NEEDS VARY 


It can be calculated very closely 


how many calories are needed at 
various ages in the two sexes and 
for various kinds of occupations. 
For example, the average boy be- 
tween 14 and 16 will require more 
calories in proportion to the size 
of his body than girls of the same 
age or than either men of women 
older than he. 


However, weight also plays a 


part in tho calory needs. A rela- 
tively heavy person needs more 
calories to maintain the weight 


age and sex. The amount of fuel 
needed also increases with physi- 
cal activity. 


Calories are also of prime im- 


portance when it comes to gaining 
or losing weight. By means of 
certain tests and calculations, the 
skilled doctor can tell exactly how 
many calories per day will be nec- 
essary for a person who wishes to 
lose weight or to gain weight. Cal- 
ories are the measure by which 
accurate calculations of the energy 
needs of individuals, and indeed of 
whole populations, can be worked 
out.

Your Hats; Russia 
Now Claims Radio 


Moscow, 
May 7—(AP) Russia 


celebrated "Radio Day" today with 
a declaration that the Soviet Un- 
ion was the first nation in the 
world to broadcast. 


The government newspaper, Iz- 


vestia, said this first broadcast oc- 
curred in August, 1822, four 
months before the first British 
broadcast. 


(Station KDKA in Pittsburgh, 


generally credited with being the 
first to broadcast in the United 
States, says its first regular broad- 
cast was on Nov. 2, 1920). 


Izvestia said that while August, 


1922, 
was the date of the first 


regular broadcast, 
experimental 


broadcasts had been made as early 
as 1919- 
This day was chosen as Radio 


day because it was on May 7,1895, 
according to Russian history, that 
Alexander Popov first publicly 
demonstrated 
r a d i o 
reception. 


Popov is regarded in Russia as 
the inventor of radio. 


(Western history credits Gug- 


lielmo Marconi with the invention) 


Izvestia also claimed Russian 


priority 
in television invention, 


stating that Russian scientists, 
particularly one Prof. Rosing, was 
15 years ahead of scientists in the 
United * States, Britain and Ger- 
many.

own home towns, thus eliminat- 
ing, to some extent, charges of 
favoritism.

speed up play; to prevent hag- 
gling over 
decisions—not rules 


and to make the game as inter- 
esting and 
attractive

spectator's viewpoint as it is pos 
sible. 


It Ls clearly recognized by league 


officials, and the rules committee, 
that the program is both ambi- 
tious and idealistic. 
But 
most 


managers have also 
recognized 


that fulfillment of the program 
can mean much towards the cor- 
rection of one of the foremost 
detriments to good baseball—poor 
umpiring.

The Not-So-Wild Deer Are 
a Big Headache in Indiana; 
Besides They Ruin Coon Dogs 


By MONTE M. KATTERJOHN

tsrownstown, Ind.—(NEA)—Indiana's deer herds are giving fox 


hounds the run around. 


Dogs chase deer night and day, are no longer interested in going 


on a fox chase. 


The protected animals, estimated at 5,000 to 10,000, roam wood- 


lands, fields and highways, far from state and national forest pre- 
serves. 


They have created a 40-county 


headache. 


Deer are ruining fox hunting, 


says Roy L. Hudson, president of 
the Jackson County Fox Hunters' 
Association. 


Dogs on the trail of a fox, Hud- 


son says, forget sly Reynard, and 
take out after the deer. 


"A $200 dog won't be worth 


$2 if the deer menace continues," 
Hudson stated in a public letter, 
which he hopes will "unite all peo- 
ple concerned about the increase 
of deer and what to do about it." 


C o m p l a i n t s from harassed 


farmers, owners of hunting dogs 
and defenders of 
deer 
caused 


Kenneth Kunkel, state conserva- 
tion department director, to warn 
it is illegal to kill deer at any 
time. If you find deer eating your 
winter wheat, shoo them away, 
but don't shoot to kill, farmers 
are advised. 
• 
' But farmers may pepper away 
with No. 5 shot, firing over or 
around the deer to scare them 
from their crop. A discretionary 
powers law says if a deer is killetd 
the farmer must report by affi- 
davit within 48 hours that thet 
slain animal was damaging his 
crops. 
* * * 


"There can be no 
relief 
for 


either farmers or hunters for two 
years," Kunkel advised Hudson. 
A bill to provide 
a 
restricted 


open season on deer died in the 
last session of the legislature. 


It didn't take long for Ura Ken- 


tucky rifle, the timber ax and the 
plow to rid Indiana completely 
of deer. 
No one believed deer 


ever would become extinct, but 
by 1920 there were no wild deer 
anywhere in Indiana. 


In the 15 years since the Det- 


partment of Conservation liber- 
ated 35 Virginia white tails in 
seven southern Indiana counties 
in 1934, the state now is being 
called a big game area by the 
U. S. Forest Service. Periodic re- 
stocking up to 1942 caused deer 
to multiply into many roaming 
herds. 


The animals are reported frat- 


ernizing 
with 
cattle, 
usurping 


feed in barn lots, invading or- 
chards, wheat and cornfields visit- 
ing gardens in small towns and 
roaming highways. Fawns blinded 
at night are frequent victims of 
automobiles. Bucks charge cars.

watching it repeatedly steal my 
crops," and paid his fine. Three 
farmers whose dogs killed a deer 
near Oakland City, tied irons to 
the carcass and sank it in a coal 
mine pit to conceal their dogs' 
crime.
